East Germany's president 
asks for reunification talks

EAST BERLIN — East German Premier Hans Modrow, pressed by mass 
emigration and a crumbling economy, appealed Tuesday for immediate 
reunification talks under a formula worked out with the Allied victors of 
World War II. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl, the West German chancellor, urged Modrow’s 
government to create a social security system similar to West Germany’s as 
a means of stopping the flight of East German workers to West Germany. 

More than 400,000 people have left the East for West Germany in the 
past year, most of them skilled workers, after giving up hope of significant 
improvement in living conditions at home. 

Kohl met with West German industrial leaders Tuesday to draft plans for 
“solidarity with East Germany,” and told journalists his government would 
help finance unemployment benefits and pensions for East Germans. 

He was vague about the degree to which West Germany would under- 
write the costs of East Germany’s transition to capitalism, saying only that 
Bonn could provide “start-up financing” for the benefits. His references to 
German “social unity” reflected a growing realization among West Ger- 
mans that they must pay for reunification. Kohl’s government has been 
reluctant to make firm deals with Modrow, a reform-minded Communist 
whose interim Cabinet will govern only until free elections on March 18. 

Kast Germany’s parliament passed a constitutional amendment and leg- 
islation Tuesday, setting rules for the elections. The new parliament will 
have 400 seats, 100 fewer than the current People’s Chamber, and no 
minimum percentage of the vote will be needed for a party to win seats. In 
West Germany, a party must get 5 percent of the vote. 

Modrow, addressing the parliament, said to prepare for a two-stage plan. 
In the first stage of what became known as the “2-plus-4” formula, German 
experts would discuss political, economic and legal steps to unity. In the 
second, the Germanys would be joined by the Allies to discuss international 
ramifications.

Cuban MiGs intolerable, State Dept. says 


WASHINGTON — The State Department said Tuesday that Cuba has 
received a new shipment of high-performance Soviet fighter planes and that 
the United States “simply cannot tolerate” such developments. 

Under questioning, department spokeswoman Margaret Tutwiler denied 
that the statement constituted a threat to Cuba. She referred reporters to 
recent testimony before a Soviet legislative committee by Secretary of State 
James A. Baker III in which he said Cuba posed no threat to the United 
States. 

In confirming a delivery of new MiG-29 jet fighters, Ms. Tutwiler gave no 
figure. The Washington Times, which reported the shipment in Tuesday’s 
editions, put the number at six. 

The report said the combined total of MiGs in Cuba’s arsenal has now risen 
to more than 300, most of them older models. 

Ms. Tutwiler noted Baker had told the Soviet legislators during a visit to 
Moscow two weeks ago that the United States has difficulty understanding 
why the Kremlin continues to send MiG-29s to Cuba, particularly at a time 
when Cuba has been so critical of Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev's 
reform policies. 

“Cuba is actively supporting the insurgency in El Salvador, and it is these 
kinds of activities close to the shores of the United States that we simply 
cannot tolerate,” Tutwiler said. 


Maryland woman to stay jailed says court 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court ruled Tuesday that parents sus- 
pected of child abuse sometimes may be jailed indefinitely for refusing to 
disclose the whereabouts of their children. 

Voting 7-2, the justices permitted the indefinite jailing of a Maryland 
woman for refusing to tell authorities where her young son can be found. The 
boy is feared dead. 

Society’s interest in protecting the boy from harm prevails over the 
mother’s claim that her right against self-incrimination will be violated if she is 
forced to reveal the child’s location, the court said. 

Although narrowly written, the ruling could provide a new weapon for 
officials seeking to protect children from parental abuse. 

In the case of the jailed Maryland mother, Jacqueline Bouknight has been 
behind bars since April 1988 for refusing to disclose the whereabouts of her 
son, Maurice. The boy has been missing since September 1987, when he was 11 
months old. 


Utah-made boosters ready for launch 


OGDEN — Two Utah-made solid rocket motors have been declared ready 
for Thursday’s scheduled launch of the space shuttle Atlantis, although NASA 
may delay the mission due to threatening weather. 

Thiokol Corp., manufacturer of the boosters, said Tuesday the twin rockets 
were determined to be “go for launch,” meaning the boosters themselves hold 
no constraints for liftoff. 

The boosters provide more than 80 percent of liftoff thrust for the shuttle. 
After consuming 2.25 million pounds of propellant in just over two minutes of 
flight, they will separate from the rest of the shuttle and parachute into the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Company retrieval crews will then recover the boosters and tow them to 
land for refurbishment and reuse. Metal motor components are expected to be 
reusable as many as 20 times. 

The Atlantis flight, a secret military mission of the Defense Department, 
will be the 34th in the shuttle program and the sixth dedicated solely to a 
national security payload. 


Delay Reagan's video, Poindexter says 


WASHINGTON — John Poindexter asked the judge in his Iran-Contra 
trial on Tuesday to delay releasing former President Reagan’s videotaped 
testimony until a jury is selected. 

However, twelve news organizations suggested in a court filing that the 
videotape and transcripts of Reagan’s testimony be made available as soon as 
possible, as the judge ordered last week. 

Reagan’s testimony, given Friday and Saturday in Los Angeles, “is favor- 
able to the defense,” Poindexter’s lawyers maintained in court papers. 

But they said publicizing it now would have an “incalculable impact” on 
prospective jurors. 

Disclosing Reagan’s testimony before the March 5 trial date could result in

Caterpillars eat to a cocaine-free future 


WASHINGTON — The Bush administration is pushing research into.a 
possible new combatant in the war against cocaine —a caterpillar with a taste 
for coca leaves — but officials said Tuesday that the insects won’t be deployed 
in South America unless local governments approve. 

“We are not undertaking any biological war,” said President Bush’s 
spokesman, Marlin Fitzwater. “Neither troops nor caterpillars will go in 
without prior request and consultation.” 

Peruvian and Bolivian growers supply the vast majority of the world’s coca 
leaves, the raw material for cocaine. 

The embassies of Peru and Bolivia did not respond to several requests for 
Aad on the proposal, first reported by The Washington Post in Tuesday’s 
editions 

The administration’s drug budget proposal for the Agricultural Research 
Service for fiscal 1991, starting Oct. 1, is $6.5 million, a $5 million increase over 
the $1.5 million to be spent this year.

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Orem council hears 
housing proposals

Approximately $500,000 worth of 
projects to help the low and moderate 
income persons in Utah County were 
proposed by the Community Devel- 
opment Block Grant Citizen’s Com- 
mittee at the Orem City Council 
meeting last night. 

CBDG Director Konrad Hilde- 
brandt said, “To be eligible for fund- 
ing, every CDBG funded activity 
must meet one of the three national 
objectives of the program.” 

The activity must benefit low and 
moderate income persons, aid in the 
prevention or elimination of slums or 
meet other urgent community devel- 
opment needs when existing condi- 
tions pose a serious threat to the 
health and welfare of the community 
and other financial resources are not 
available, said Hildebrandt. 

Chairman of CBDG Chuck Morgan 
said requests for the 1990-91 fiscal 
year equaled $1.3 million, and only 
$600,000 is available to subsidize wor- 
thy activities. Morgan said $110,000 
of that money should be appropriated 
for program administration and plan- 
ning. The money is used to pay two 
full-time city employees, operate of- 
fice equipment and conduct develop- 
mental audits. 

“We are the only city in the county 
that uses this process,” said City 
Manager Daryl] Berlin. “Most ‘ities, 
other than Provo, have an entitle- 


ment that is so small, that it allows ' 


only one project per-year.” 

“There is also a difference in philos- 
ophy,” Morgan said. Most cities put 
all the money into economic develop- 
ment and no human service projects. 

Committee member, Margie Mc- 
Cowen, said, “I am amazed at the 
needs that exist and I wish we could 
fund all of them, however, organiza- 
tions need to learn how to stand on 
their own and find other sources to 
obtain necessary funds.” Of the pro- 
posed projects, 60 percent of the 
funds must be used for activities that 
benefit low and moderate income per- 
sons, said Hildebrandt. 

According to a list prepared by the 
CBDG committee, the organization

David Gardner & Associates, de- 
veloper of the research and business 
park, issued a report Tuesday claim- 
ing that if the new park is built, traf- 
fic would increase by only 6,000 vehi- 
cles per day more than it would 
otherwise. The report also said 
$2,200,000 in taxes would be gener- 
ated for Provo School District. An 
additional $450,000 in taxes would be 
raised for Provo city. 

The developers plan to complete 
the project in 10 to 12 years. The 
120-acre development will house 
“high-tech, non-polluting _ busi- 
nesses,”the report said. Gardner 
plans to use 15 acres along Provo 
River Parkway for public easement. 

First phase occupancy for the pro- 
ject is set for spring 1992. Gardner 
plans to landscape the park and keep 
total building footage to 1,700,000 
square feet. 

The park is not intended for com- 
mercial, retail sales business, indus- 
trial or manufacturing uses. 

Secrist said the project would 
bring a “significant increase in traffic 
on both University Avenue and 4800 
North.” 

The Gardner report said traffic 
would increase if the park is built, 
but traffic in the area would increase 
if it was a residential development. 
A research park would bring 10,000

Provo housing 
success noted

Provo City Housing Authority had 
a successful 1988-89 fiscal year help- 
ing provide housing for low income 
families, said the Executive Director 
of the Housing Authority on Tuesday 
evening.

Last.said some of the money saved 
for Emergency Housing should be 
used to acquire more housing units. 

The discussion was moved for de- 
bate next Tuesday to help accommo- 
date additional questions coun- 
cilmembers may have. 


Rate increase may raise 
electrical costs in Provo

The power administration that sup- 
plies approximately 70 percent of 
Provo City’s power is asking for a 46 
percent increase in the price of whole- 
sale power, said a spokesman for 
Western Power Administration. 

The proposed increase is approxi- 
mately $37.03 per kilowatt year said 
Lloyd Greiner, Salt Lake City area 
manager of WAPA. 

WAPA is asking for the rate in- 
crease to pay for completed Central 
Utah Water Conservatory District 
projects, new transmission projects, 
reduced generating capabilities 
caused by drought and increased op- 
erating costs, Greiner said. 

The rate is tentatively scheduled to 
go into effect Oct. 1, Greiner said. 
However, he said final approval for 
the increase must be given by the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion and is not expected until early 
1991" 

Don A. Christiansen, general man- 
ager of Central Utah Conservancy 
District, said the Colorado River 
Storage.Project was ‘eFeated in 1956 
to previde water for munieipal, indus- 
trial and irrigative uses. He said the 
creation of power generating projects 
is a secondary concern. 

Christiansen said the storage 
projects were originally paid for by 
the federal government. However, it 
was agreed the irrigators and power 
companies would pay the money back 
over a period of 50 years. 

Under the federal repayment plan, 
power companies will cover costs the 
irrigation users are unable to pay he 
said. 

Greiner said WAPA would end up 
paying 98 percent, $527 million, of the 
cost of the projects. He said the rate 
increase is also needed to help pay for 
new transmission projects such as the 
new transmission line from Craig, 
Colo., to the Bonanza Power Plant in 
southern Utah.

ability to generate power. WAPA has 
had to buy 20 percent of its power to 
fulfill obligations to customers, 
Greiner said. 

He said it would take WAPA two to 
three more years to recover from the 
drought years. An operational and 
maintenance cost increase is also part 
of the 46 percent. 

WAPA “supplies about 69 percent 
of the power that is consumed by 
Provo,” Greiner said. WAPA pro- 
vides Spanish Fork with 42 percent, 
Salem with 37 percent, Levan with 62 
percent, Manti with 51 percent and 
Nephi with 43 percent. 

Greiner said those who are receiv- 
ing more power will have to charge 
more to their customers. 

Ron Rydman, director of Provo 
City Power, said if the WAPA rate 
increase is approved, Provo residents 
might have to pay an increase of 8 
percent for electricity. 

Richard Judd, general manager of 


Utah Municipal Power Association, | 
said UMPA was.in favor of a rate | 


increase if the costs were justified. 
“Everyone should realize both 
UMPA and WAPA:are non-profit or- 
ganizations. The costs are the costs,” 
he said. 

Kevin Higgins, assistant director 
of the Utah Energy Office said, “His- 
torically it has been relatively easy to 
pass the increased cost of producing 
power to the customer because the 
cost of power is still less than what it 
costs to produce.”

Academic freedom at 
BYU: another view 


As a member of the Faculty Advi- 
sory Council committee investigating 
this issue, and as one who has taught 
at five different colleges and universi- 
ties in my career, I would like to offer 
another opinion on the subject of aca- 
demic freedom at BYU. At no Ameri- 
can institution known to me is aca- 
demic freedom understood as 
freedom to do and say whatever one 
wishes, whenever one wishes. There 
are always limits; the only issue is 
what kind of limits an institution will 
adopt and by what rationale and in 
what ways it will defend those limits. 
Criteria for institutional limits can be 
philosophical, social, cultural or reli- 
gious — but always there are limits. 
The AAUP 1940 Statement on Aca- 
demic Freedom and Tenure explicitly 
states that at religious institutions 
limits set be religious criteria do not 
constitute violations of academic free- 
dom, provided such limits are known 
to prospective faculty when they are 
hired. Under AAUP guidelines, 
which are the standard in the non-

LDS academic world, BYU is in com- 
plete compliance with the principles 
of academic freedom. 

For six months now the Faculty 
Advisory subcommittee on Teaching 
and Research has been investigating 
academic freedom issues at BYU. 
Though horror stories and anecdotes 
abound on campus, the Committee 
has been unable to verify a single case 
of violation of academic freedom at 
BYU — not one. Darwin, Marx, 
Freud, Joseph Smith — all those 
whose names are had for good and evil 
— are taught at BYU without inter- 
ference or retaliation by the Univer- 
sity. 

This does not mean that there are 
never or could never be any abuses of 
academic freedom at BYU. But if 
there should be such abuses, they are 
not examples of BYU’s institutional 
policies; rather they are violations of 
those policies, policies to which BYU 
is seriously and fully committed. 

A recent opinion expressed in this 
forum stated that no other university 
makes restrictions its faculty publish. 
I find this statement misleading on 
two counts. First of all, it implies in- 
correctly that BYU does make re- 
strictions. I know of no official policy 
of the University that prohibits me 
from publishing where ever I want. It 
is true that many individual faculty 
members choose not to publish.in cer- 
tain journals which are often critical 
of the Church and which are aimed at 
an LDS audience, but this is an exer- 
cise of their academic freedom, not a 


violation of it. Other BYU faculty 
publish in those same journals with- 
out retaliation from BYU or from the 
Church. If there are some faculty who 
feel “intimidated,” even though there 
is no written prohibitive policy, that 
is an issue of faculty cowardice rather 
than of institutional oppression or of 
academic freedom. 

Second, it is simply not true that 
other universities do not make re- 
strictions about where faculty pub- 
lish. The restrictions are often subtle, 
but they are certainly real. Techni- 
cally, faculty at other schools are free 
to publish what and where they want, 
but in actual practice if they publish 
the wrong things in the wrong places 
they will (a) not get hired, (b) not get 
tenured, or (c) not get promoted. In 
my experience outside BYU, faculty 
who publiped in the wrong places — 
popular presses, church-related or 
non-peer reviewed journals, ete. 
were simply eliminated from the hir- 
ing or promotion and tenure process. 
I was once told by the department 
chair at a prestigious state university 
that unless I promised not to publish 
in the Ensign, I could not be hired, 
and that if [reneged on my promise, I 
would not be tenured. Even outside 
BYU, faculty who either publish the 
wrong things (textbooks, for exam- 
ple, or popular works, or works ex- 
pressing “unacceptable” views) or 
who wish to publish in the wrong 
places, simply don’t get hired in the 
first place. It is naive to believe other- 
wise. 

I endorse most emphatically the 
sentiment that BYU has a degree of 
academic freedom that is not possible 
anywhere else. In teaching biblical 
studies at other schools I often re- 
gretted that I was able to describe the 
pieces of the jigsaw puzzle to my stu- 
dents in intricate detail, but I was 
never allowed to even hint at how the 
puzzle might be put together. I glory 
in the opportunity to teach by the 
Spirit and to bear testimony at BYU. 
I also accept the view that things at 
BYU are not all perfect and im- 
mutable; there is room for improve- 
ment. Nevertheless, I must’ reject 
most emphatically any assertion that 
BYU is not presently in complete 
compliance with nationally accepted 
standards of academic freedom. Such 
an assertion usually betrays an unfa- 
miliarity with what academic freedom 
really is, and is contradicted by the 
independent accreditation report, the 
findings of the Faculty Advisory 
Council’s Committee on Teaching and 
Research, and by my own experience 


at both: LDS and non-LDS institu-, 


tions.

I believe this is 
unwise and terribly misguided. What 
these victims of oppression have done 
is question the underlying assump- 
tions of their systems of government 
by pointing to their pragmatic failure. 
I propose that the best way to show 
our appreciation for this glorious turn 
of events is to follow their example. 
It’s time for an American Peristroika. 
It’s time for us to take a good, hard 
look at the ways in which capitalism 
and American imperialism have failed 
us. Here are a few suggestions — not 
a comprehensive plan, mind you. 

To begin with it is time for Ameri- 
cans to ask why, in the land of free- 
dom and opportunity, there are over 
two million people with no place to 
live. Left alone by Reagan and now 
Bush, the market dictated that only 
upper-income housing be built. The 
results of this twisted ideology? Up- 
ward mobility is impossible for those 
who start at the bottom. Employers 
refuse to give jobs to people with no 
mailing address. Apartments in most 
states average five to seven hundred 
dollars a month, and meanwhile, 
wealthy Americans are buying sec- 
ond homes priced only for them. In- 
deed, it is time to ask why it’s more 
important for the malevolent market 
to run its destructive course than for 
over two million Americans to have a 
place to live. 

It is time for Americans to ask why, 
in a nation that is on the cutting edge 
of new technology, our infant mortal- 
ity rate is far worse than most devel- 
oped countries in the world — includ- 
ing the Soviet Union. Once again, is 
the principle of free enterprise so sa- 
cred that people have to die for it ona 
daily basis? Should a person be denied 
life-saving technology because they 
cannot afford it? While we’re at it, let 
us ask why, when we spend billions of 
taxpayer’s money on weapons of mass 
destruction that are redundant (and 
some of it completely unworkable, 
such as SDI), medical care is ignored 
by the greedy trolls in Washington 
who practically salivate at the 
thought of new, elaborate, insane 
weaponry. The Pentagon, in four 
days, spends money that could find a 
cure for all fatal childhood diseases on 
the planet. Sound a bit unbalanced? 
It’s time to ask why. 

Our curiosity should not stop with 
the gross injustice of economics. It is 


also time for us to ask why our gov- 
ernment supports totalitarian rulers 
with human rights records much like 
the regimes that have toppled in the 
past year. We give money to Israel: a 
rascist entity which murders and tor- 
tures Palestinians on a daily basis. 
We buy exports from China manufac- 
tured in labor reform camps full of 
prisoners of conscience. We give aid 
to the right wing government of El 
Salvador as they make clumsy at- 
tempts to hide their responsibility for 
the deaths of thousands of innocent 
citizens, including ‘clergy. The list 
goes on. It’s time to demand some 
answers. 

Responsible citizenship means 
holding our elected leaders (and their 
appointed cronies) responsible for the 
injustices they perpetrate. Corrup- 
tion and ignorance are wrong, 
whether in Eastern Europe, China, 
Latin America or the United States of 
America. We might have it better 
here in some ways, but that is a shal- 
low excuse for sedately turning our 
heads at such blatant irresponsibility. 

The gateway to perfection is teach- 
ability. And we have much to learn 
from the rest of the world. Let us 
replace our moralizing conceit with 
some inquisitiveness. Let the will of 
the people be heard in Washington as 
well as Moscow, Prague, Berlin and 
all the world.

On the other 
hand, in 1985 the students at UCLA 
held an anti—Apartheid rally and 
thousands of students showed up. It 
was an impressive display of student 
activism. It helped pursuade the UC 
system to divest all of their interests 
in South African businesses. 

UCLA was not alone; similar stu- 
dent rallies across the nation caused 
other universities to divest their 
South African interests, and soon 
politicians and businessmen followed 
the students’ lead. 

Students across America can be 
proud of their accomplishment. Their 
activism played an important role in 
the events in South Africa. The voice 
of the students of the United States 
was heard around the world. I doubt 
that much of a whisper came from 
BYU. 

But it’s not too late to become ac- 
tive and make a difference in our 
world. A ban on further nuclear test- 
ing is one of the most important issues 
facing the United States today. The 
United States is the pivotal country 
that stands in the way of a worldwide 
nuclear test ban. 

Students can be heard. They can 


make a difference. As Martin Luther 
King said, “The church cannot be si- 
lent while mankind faces the threat of 
nuclear annihilation. If the church is 
true to her mission, she must call for 
an end to the arms race.” As the LDS 
church’s university, we cannot re- 
main silent. Listen BYU, your silence 
doesn’t help worldwide peace.

Besides the extent of pressure to 
abuse drugs, students also miscon- 
strue the way they will be treated 
socially for their high values, Sullivan 
said. 

“So many students leave this envi- 
ronment expecting to be socially os- 
tracized for their values,” she said. 

“Yet, I’ve known very few reports 
of this. It seems the greatest determi- 


‘nant of how you’re accepted is actu- 


ally how well you accept yourself. 
People pick up on this more than any- 
thing else,” Sullivan said. 

Rebecca Dimick, former director of 
opera workshops at the University of 
Utah and co-founder of Utah’s Opera 
West, said, “One thing people from 
this area need to realize is that they 
need not worry so much about how 
they will be accepted for their values 
amongst entertainment profession- 
als. 

“The greatest challenge will most 
likely lie in how well they can accept 
people with values different than 
their own,” Dimick said. 

“Students will most likely be re- 
spected for their values if they too are 
willing to treat, for example, homo-

with the morals of society in the business, such 
as drugs, alcohol , financial burdens and adjust- 
ing to the professional environment 


sexuals with the same amount of re- 
spect — regardless of how wrong 
they believe their lifestyle is,” Dimick 
said. 

Besides misconceptions about sus- 
ceptibility to drugs and acceptance 
among peers, local coaches believe 
many university students underesti- 
mate the kind of monetary support 
they must either generate or receive. 

Sullivan said, “New York and Los 
Angeles are expensive places to live. 
Not only are apartments expensive, 
but if you really want to make it, 
you've got to keep studying, and a $40 
voice lesson in Provo will cost you at 
least $100 in New York.” 

Dimick, who received financial 
backing from the New York Verdi 
Society said, “Many of the successful 
performers have backers. It’s wise to 
seek out any help you can. This way 
you won’t be so burned out from 
working full-time that your audition 
performances are poor. 

Even after you’ve accumulated 
backers and a good job, performers 
need to realize that all these mone- 
tary investments seldom guarantee 
extensive monetary returns.”

Aerobic clinic offered 


Participants can certify as instructors

An aerobic instructor’s certifica- 
tion may make a difference between a 
good workout and a shinsplint. 

Phyllis Jacobson, founder of the na- 
tionally syndicated “Hooked on Aero- 
bics” television series, will direct a 
certification clinic and aerobics work- 
shop at the George Albert Smith 
Fieldhouse Friday and Saturday. 

The clinic and workshop is open to 
students and non-students and may 
be taken for credit. Anyone inter- 
ested can register through Confer- 
ences and Workshops or may register 
Friday at 4 p.m. in the east foyer of 
the Smith Field House. 

“The best aerobic instructor identi- 
fiesthemeeds and interests.of the peo- 
ple in the’class, said Jacobson who is 
chair of BYU’s Dance Department. 

“Certification is important because 
very few people are at the same fit- 
ness level as the instructor,” Jacob- 
son said. 

“Instructors must understand fit- 
ness progression and meet the needs 
of those in the class.” 

To avoid legal liabilities, accidents 
and injuries, most instructors are re- 
quired by the organization they work 
for to certify, Jacobson said. 

She said certification has educated 
instructors and has decreased aero- 
bic-related injuries. 

A few years ago, Jacobson at- 
tended a seminar in Los Angeles 
where the medical profession did a 
study of 90 aerobics classes and ap- 
proved only three. 

The aerobics workshop will include 
lectures given by certified instructors 
on cardiovascular health, cool down 
and warm up theories, heart rate set- 
tings, bioenergetics and injury pre- 
vention, said Margie Green of BYU’s

Utah artist displays

Six mixed-media installations by 
Utah artist Larnie R. Fox are fea- 
tured in an art show at the Loge 
Gallery of Pioneer Memorial Theatre 
in Salt Lake City.

Fox titled his Loge installations 
“New Rules,” reflecting his view of 
today’s changing art standards. He 
said artists in the past worked in 
specific forms creating sonnets, sym- 
phonies or rectangular landscape 
paintings — all having understood 
conventions. 

“The traditional conventions are 
falling apart. Artists are making up 
their own conventions. Today there 
are new rules and parameters to 
choose from,” Fox said.

Fox said visual art is one of the 
few fields which encourages people 
to exercise their individuality and 
so he tries to do just that. “When I 
create something, I simply follow 
what interests me,” he said. 

According to Maxwell, the Loge 
Gallery is displaying Fox’s work be- 
cause it provides audiences with a 
unique experience. “Art education 
is enhanced by exploring many dif- 
ferent kinds of art. The Fox installa- 
tions invite audiences to touch and 
feel.” 

Fox said that it is up to the indi- 
vidual to interact with the work. 
People can activate moving parts 
and sounds by standing on desig- 
nated mats. 


Lee Bellavance, publicist for the 


Pioneer Theatre Company, said 
some viewers seem to see the ex- 
hibit as whimsical and playful while 
others look at it more seriously and 
try to read the artist’s statement. 

Fox said his works are open to 
personal interpretation. “I set up 
things with certain connotations, 
but want people to draw their own 
conclusions,” he said.

The outbreaks are often worse in 
college settings. 

“College students are really deter- 
mined to go to class — no matter how 
sick they are,” Nichols said. 

Measles is a serious disease that 
comes on quickly, Nichols said. The 
symptoms are a high fever, runny 
nose and eyes, coughing and a sensi- 
tivity to light. 

“Newer doctors were surprised at 
how sick people were,” said Nichols. 

According to “The Professional 
Guide to Diseases”, measles can be 
worse for an adult than for a child. 
Children get measles, get sick, and 
get better. 

Adults are often more seriously ill, 
and a frequent complication is pneu- 
monia. 

“You only get measles once if you 
have a true case,” Nichols said. 

However, there are several other 
viral rashes that resemble measles. A 
blood test is the best way to be sure. 

Immunizations are available 
through private physicians, the Mc- 
Donald Health Center and Utah 
County Health Department Clinics, 
Nichols said. 

For $3, a combination mumps, 
measles and rubella shot is available 
at Utah County Health Department 
Clinics. 

Possible side effects are a rash, 
fever and swollen glands. If side ef- 
fects are going to appear, they will 
show up within seven to 10 days after 
the shot. They are not contagious, 
Haynie said. 

Pregnant women should not get the 
shot, and women should avoid preg- 
nancy for three months after receiv- 
ing the vaccine, according to “The 
Professional Guide to Diseases.”
